gers of the deep? Or shall I speak of the trials 
and diseases and discomforts to which one is 
exposed, or of the sources of amusement on 
ship-board, or of the vices and follies of ocean- 
travel? We shall see. Perhaps we shall find 
time to write upon all these points—whatso- 
ever thought first comes shall be first served. 
First, then, of the incidents of the voyage, 
which to-night, we hope, will terminate. The 
“ noise aud confusion” of the night of our de- 
parture is still ringing in our ears. It was 
the- night of the 5th of November, and the 
election returns indicated that James was by 
the people of California preferred to either 
John Charles or Millard. The voice of the 
triumphant democracy was heard, boarsely 
bellowing from two hundred throats upon the 
wharf, now shouting for James Buchanan, and 
now groaning for his vanquished opponents. A 
crowd of the democracy on board the steamer 
almost as noisy, though not so numerous, were 
echoing back the shouts till we were out of 
hearing from the wharf, and had started on 
our seaward way. In the midst of all this 
confusion incident to the casting of the lines of 
a sea-going steamer beneath, or rather above 
these tumultuous waves of rum and politics, I 
was conscious of currents of purer and more 
peaceful thought, as the mind dwelt upon the 
trials and joys of a five-years’ experience in 
California, and as pleasant anticipations of a 
Visit among many dear eastern friends from 
that moment seemed to be realized. And 
among all these pleasant recollections and an- 
ticipations, I was impressed with the coinci- 
dence, purely accidental, that the last individ- 
ual (Rev. T. D. Hunt) to grasp my hand and 
say farewell was the first to grasp it and to 
welcome me five years ago on my arrival by 
way of the cape. 
are bounding away upon the almost boundless 
deep—strangers are thrown together in one 
common floating prison-house in strange pro- 
pinquity—J ews, Gentiles, Protestants, Papists, 
nondescripts and nothingarians—know-every- 
things and know-nothings, Bucks, Fremonters 
and Fillmoreites—men of every stripe and hue, 
of every trade and every profession, of every 
creed and every nationality, are,here thrown 
together. A good place this for the testing of 
character! The dogmatist will here be sure 
to get engaged in unpleasant and unprefitable 
controversies. The selfish man will make him- 
self as uncomfortable and as disagreeable as a 
porcupine with his quills rabbed the wrung 
way. But the philosopher shall here find enjoy- 


of salt-water experience, and the}man of libera 
ideas, yet steadfast principles, need not fear 
that even within these narrow bounds he shall 
find himself too much crowded. There is al- 
ways room for the presentation of rational and 
liberal ideas, and if without officiousness, and 
without ostentation, they are presented, they 
are sure to be received without offence, and to 
meet a ready response. A generous, good- 
natured man will always find generous, good- 
natured men with whom to associate in almost 
any crowd. I say this, because it is too com- 
mon a thing for travellers to anticipate no- 
thing but discomforts. They go prepared to 
be displeased, and hence it comes very odd to 
them to pass the time without expressions of 
discontent. 

The burly Englishman, however, is the only 
natural and graceful grambler, or, if you please, 
he is the only grumbler by divine right. He 
seems to be made on purpose for it. The 

ee attempting it frets,but he seldom rises 
to the dignity of a genuine grumbler. Well) 
here among oar first cabin passengers are a doz- 
en or two inveterate would-be grumblers, ev- 
erything goes wrong with them,eating like pigs 
they are constantly complaining about the 
grub, as they call it. Horror! who wouldn’t 
growl or groan. with a load upon his stomach 
too formidable for the digestives of anything 
this side of an ostrich. 

I take a fiendish pleasure in replying quietly 
to these discontented fellows, who affect a dis- 
gust forcommon fare, that, bad as it is, there 
seems to be no lack of appetite, and I congrat- 
ulate them upon the style to which they have 
been accustomed,with the expression of a doubt 
whether fifty men on board the steamer have 
in California or anywhere else, been accustom: 
ed to live so well. 

Paul, I take it, was a model traveler for he 
tells us, 1 “ have learned in whatsoever state I 
am therewith to be content, and the philosophy 
of travel is the philosophy of happiness in this 
life’s journey, summed up in the single sen- 
tence, “ Be content with such things as ye 
have.” 

The food and general accommodations, es- 

pecially on the Pacific side, were all or nearly 
all that reasonable men could expect at sea. 
The officers, from the captain to the stewards, 
were uniformly courteous and attentive upon 
that side, perhaps unusually so, thus making 
the ungenerous and selfish conduct of some of 
the officers on this side the more marked. Cer- 
tain it is, that while votes of thanks and hearty 
cheers were given for Oupt.-Lappidge of the 
Sonora, and his associates, no one thinks of 
such a thing as deserved ou this side. Indeed 
so boorish and arbitrary has the conduct of 
the purser been, that if some of the passengers 
could have anticipated the accommodations 
which he has allotted to them before coming 
on board, they would have sacrificed their pas- 
sage money to New York, end taken the New 
Orleans steamer. But at Aspinwall there was 
no possibility of finding out what accommoda- 
tions were assigned to one till it was too late 
to retreat; no one was permitted to go on board 
except to remain. If once on board he would 
not be permitted to return either for baggage 
or family. 
No fault could bave been found with this, if 
the company on this side had fulfilled the con- 
tract on the tickets purchased at San Francis- 
co, which stated expressly that an early pur- 
chase of tickets would secure relative accom- 
modations upon this side. 

In this statement, which was doubtless made 
in good faith on the part of the gentlemanly 
agents at San Francisco, there proved to be 
in fact not one particle of truth. Tickets pur- 
chased among the first, especially if held by la- 
dies, here in many ivstances secured the worst 
rooms that could be allotted, and from such 
acts of injustice there was no appeal. 


I can say this with the more freedom, as my 
own accommodations on both sides were good 
enough for me. I began to tell you of the 
incidents of the voyage, but really I do not 
know that anything of special interest occur- 
red, unless it be the fact noted in my log that 
on Sunday, Nov. 23d, at 8 a. u., the Illinois, 
was for some time on fire, but by considerable 
ax and hose practice, the fire was subdued. 

On Monday, Nov. 24th, at 8 or 9 4. ., a 
small child, having died with scarlet fever the 
night previous, was buried at sea; and as this 
was the only burial I had ever had an oppor- 
tunity of witnessiog at sea, there was a pecu- 
liar sadneess, if not a horror about it, from 
which my soul shrunk as from no other burial 
I have ever witnessed. The unshrouded and 
uncoſſined infant cast into the great gulf to 
be drowned, perchance, by the monsters of the 
deep! The unmitigated affliction of the pa- 
rents thus doubly bereaved, with no pleasant 
associations of the littleec burch-yard grave, 
the rough and turbulent surface of the sea as 
it receives angrily, as it were, the precious 
charge committed to its keeping, till the sea 
shall give up the dead that are in it. All 
theee scenes and thoughts affect us with a pe- 
culiar sadoess. And as I sit here now, a mid- 
night watcher by the bedside of a little child, ad- 
ministering medicine at short intervals, for the 
allayfog of a raging fever, which seems to 
be almost boiling the blood in her little veins, 
I feel that if ever she should be taken away, 
there is cause for gratitude that the morning 
light shall reveal to us our destined haven, and 
the sadness of a burial at sea may not await 
us. 
Diseases have prevailed constantly among 
the children during the whole passage: first the 
whooping cough went the rounds and now it is 
followed by the scarlet fever. 

The Panama fever has also, to an unusual ex- 
tent, prevailed among the crew. Yesterday 
afternoon, when 80 or 90 miles from New 
York, we bore up toa bark in distress, and 


into New York harbor, as they were leak- 
ing badly, and the wind was ahead. This re- 
quest being backed up by the liberal offer of a 
thousand dollars, our captain was nothing loth to 
do the service since it would not delay us, as it 
would be impossible to pass the health officer 
till after daylight in the morning; indeed, we 
have already accomplished the task and are 
now lying to, waiting for the dawn, and a se- 


vere snow-storm and a regular north-wester are 
upon as. 

The morning dawns—the city is in sight— 
we must prepare to go ashore! Hail to the 
friends and scenes of early days! Praise God, 
from whom all blessings flow, that he has kept 
us amid all the dangers of the way! May he 
bring us again to the land of our adoption,

The Last Defenders of Judea. ; 


The stars twinkled just as they had done 
in happier days over the burning walls of 
Masada. Beneath rolled heavily the 
Dead Sea, the monument of former wrath 
and woe. II the distance, as far as the 
eye could reach, the desolate landscape 
bore the marks of the essor. 

Before them was the camp of the Ro- 
man, who watched with eager anxiet 
for his prey and the morrow. All was si- 
lent in Massada. Defence now seemed 
impossible, and certain death stared the 
devoted garrison in the face. Despair set- 
tled on the stoutest heart, deepened by 
the presence and the well-known fate of 
the women and children. Nought was 
heard bnt the crackling of burning tim- 
bers, and the ill-suppressed moans of wives 
and children of the garrison. 

Then for the last time Eleazer summoned 
his warriors. In language such as fierce 
despair alone could have inspired on his, 
or brooked on their part, he reminded 
them of their solemn oath to gain freedom 
or to die. One of these alternatives alone 
remained for them, to die. 

The men of war around him had not quail- 
ed before any enemy, yet they had shrunk 
from the proposal of their leader. A low 
murmur betokened their disapprobation. 

Then flashed Eleazer’s eye. Pointing 
over the burning rampart to the enemy, 
and in the distance towards Jerusalem, he 
related with fearful truthfulness the fate 
which awaited them on the morrow ; to be 
slain by the enemy, or to be reserved for 
the arena; to have their wives devoted 
in their sight to shame, and their children 
to torture and slavery. 

Were they to choose this alternative, or 
a glorious death, and with it liberty, a 
death in obedience to their oath, in devo- 
tedness to their God and to their country? 
The appeal had its effect. It was not 
sudden madness, nor a momentary frenzy, 
which seized these men when they brouglit 
forth, to immolate them on the altar of 
their liberty, their wives, their children, 
their chattels ; and ranged themselves | 
each by the side of all that had been dear 
to him in the world.

The last survivor then approached as 
closely as possible to his family, and fell 
upon his sword.

Morning dawned upon Massada, and 
the Romans eagerly approached its walls, 
but within was the silence of death. 

A feint was apprehended, and the sol- 
diers advanced cautiously, raising a shout, 
as if the defenders on the wall implored 
the help of their brethren. 

Then two women, who, with five chil- 
dren, had concealed themselves in vaults 
during the murderous scene of the preced- 
ing evening, came forth from their re- 
treat to tell the Romans the sad story.

Air and Exercise—England vs. America. 


We lately referred to certain editorial re- 
marks in the New York Daily Times upon the 
subject of Out-Door Amusement,” in con- 
nection with public health. The lords of cre- 
ation having been duly reminded of the great 
benefits attaching to plenty of air and exercise, 
with especial reference to athletic sports, we 
venture to solicit the attention of the gentler 
sex to a contrast lately drawn between them 
and their English sisters as respects the care of 

ical health. 
n the first place we premise, what is uni- 
versally acknowledged, that the English cli- 
mate allows of more constant exposure to the 
air, and consequently, of more salubrious ex- 
ercise than ourown. Notwithstanding its far 
greater moisture, it is so much more uniform 
in its temperature, and so much less liable to 
very sudden changes from heat to cold, and 
vice versa, that the population can with great- 
er impunity be out every day. There, is how- 
ever, a vast deal in habit, and the young peo- 

le of our country should make it one of their 

bits to be out, and in vigorous exercise, cve- 
ry day, more or less. In this way, as they 
grow up, they will find it so to their 
health ard comfort to continue the practice, 
that not only will no effort be required, but 
they will as soon think of going without their 
meals as to omit their walk, ride, or games. It 
is not merely a saunter that will benefit a 
young girl. After the restraints of the school- 
room, the utmost freedom should be allowed, 
both mental and physical, within the bounds 
of propriety. e had far rather see a girl a 
romp a sickly, overimaginative, novel- 
reading, candy-eating creature, such as we 
have had the misfortune to behold, with much 
sorrow of heart. Let the muscles have healthy 
pay: and the mind — new energy daily. 

e then have no Lot-house plant, but jast that 
mixture of the wild flower and the cultivated 
plant which is delightful to see. Let the fore- 
ing-system, still too much in vogue in our pub- 
lic schools and higher institutions, be discour- 
aged. There will be more efficient, because 
more healthy, study, if the brain be not over- 
taxed at the expense of the growing body. 
Above all things, let it be remembered that 
girls are not to be looked upon as beings to be 
made literary prodigies, but rather that they 
are, the most of them, to becomes wives and 
mothers, and need all the physical develop- 
ment and energy that a judicious training can 
bestow. Make the most of your natural phys- 
ical powers, we would say to the young of both 
sexes; there is more chance, however, that 
girls will keep, or rather be kept, too still, than 
that the boys will. If, as the sage of antiqui- 
ty hath it, much study is a weariness to the 
flesh, (and we fully believe it,) let the warn- 
ing be impressed upon those who are entrusted 
with the care and education of children. If 
parents would sometimes enter into the sports 
and join the walksof the young, much bene- 
fit might accrue from their example and mani- 
festation of interest.

Astronomy for Boys. 


Boys, look up! The stars are above. 
The wide heavens are over you. In splen- 
dor and beauty they are spread for you to 
behold and admire. Among them are 
mysteries and wonders beyond any of which 
the ancients ever dreamed. Do you see 
every night in the west those two bright, 
splendid planets shining so like young 
moons, only so much clearer? Watch 
them. They are moving—all the time 
moving nearer and nearer together. By 
and by they will almost touch. Watch 
them. They are wonderful, up there in 
the sky. I do not know that you will 
ever see them again coming nearer to- 
gether, as for a few weeks they will be 
doing. They are now both called evening 
stars. But they are not real stars; they 
are worlds, great worlds like the earth we 
live on, only far away in the distance. 
The higher, which looks to be the smaller, 
is a great deal the larger, only it is very 
much the more distant, and hence logks 
as if it were the smaller. It is called 
Jupiter. This is its name, and it is four- 
teen hundred times larger than this whole 
earth on which we live. with all its rivers 
and valleys and mountains and continents 
and seas. It has got four moons in place 
of one, like our world, and one of its moons 
is almost as large as this world is. It is 
a wonderful planet. Look atit. It is 
moving towards the other every day. That 
other one, the lower, is called Venus. It 
is very bright, because it is so near the sun. 
It is almost ten times nearer us than the 
other, and looks as if it were the larger. Yet 
it is about sixty millions of miles off, while 
the first one is more than four hundred 
millions of miles away. If you will watch 
them, you will see that Venus moves east- 
ward very much faster than Jupiter moves 
west. Poor Venus! she has got no moon 
at all. But no matter; she is so much 
nearer the sun, that no moon is needed. 
If you had a large spy-glass, you would 
see Jupiter’s four little moons almost close 
to it, and Venus would not look round, as 
she does now, but just like our moon when 
it is half full. Watch them every evening, 
and see them come all the time nearer 
and nearer together. 

A little lower down isanother red-look- 
ing planet. Like the earth, it is a great 
world, and is called Mars. It too is mor- 
ing, but it is going the other way. Very 
soon it will be out of sight, and you can- 
not see itfor many months. It appears 
small, because it is far off, though it is 
much nearerthan Jupiter. It is very cold 
where it is, so that with a large telescope 
astronomers can see parts of it covered with 
snow in its winter. Then is there a winter 
and summer there? Certainly; it is with 
these worlds just like ours; one half of each, 
the northern, for example, has a winter 
when the southern has a summer, and 
the southern has a winter when the north- 
ern has a summer. And are there up 
there men and women and children, and 
books and papers, and everything just as 
in this world?

singing. So far as they have contained any 


solid argument in favor of having everybody 
learn how to sing, and 80 far as tl ey were cal- 
calated to show the practicability of making 
music by congregations, such allusions to the 
subject were calculated to do good. But it 
may bave been the case that these comments 
were not always acceptable, to all readers, on 
account of their containing such arguments, 
so much as on account of the spice they con- 
tained in the form of direct or implied censares 
upon choirs, and upon such as do usually have 
charge of the e in the charchrs. 

It is said, for instance, that cho'rs seem to 
arrogate to themselves, exclusively, this part 
of public worship; to appoint themselves 
proxies for the congregation, in the praiscs of 
the Creator: it is said that all musica! people 
and choira are peculiarly sensitive and quarrel- 
some. These charges, whether they are cor- 
rect or not, do no good; but they do evil, by 
diverting the mird from the point that should 
be seriously considered by all persons who 
wish to find out and to do their du y. Such 
persons should b> persuaded to | ¢rn to sing, 
and then they should sing. 

Singing cannot be done by the congrega- 
tions, nor by individuals, in a want er suitable 
ſor public worship, without they learn how to 
do it, any more than reading can be done with- 
out learning the alphabet. Singing in public 
worship, to be edifying and in order, should be 
done in harmony. Harmony consists of an 
agreement of sounds, both in tone an } in time. 
It cannot be produced without a form or tune. 
People do sometimes undertake to sing a tune 
by following the sound of other voices, but 
this process does, of necessity, destroy harmo- 
ny; for one cannot listen until be hears a 
sound and then produce the same sound at the 
same instant of time at which he was listening 
to hear it. People who bave good ears and 
good taste are not aided in their devotious by 
such make-believe music : indifferent people are 
led to ridicule a part of the worship of God's 
house, by it. 

If tLose who have cultivated and sensitive 
tastes, aud those who have not, form two op- 
posite classes, and a choice is to be made as to 
which should be gratified, it will be conceded 
that prospective and permanent good will be 
attained by a choice in favor of the former. 
So long as singing cannot be done well by the 
congregation, it should be done by only those 
who can do it well, be the number four or 
twenty, or more; and to facilitate their doing 
it well, they should be located as nearly to- 
gether as is practicable, whether it be in the 
gallery opposite the pulpit, or in the pews 
immediately before the preacher. Whether 
the seats they occupy, ur the faculties they 
may possess to sing, have a tendency to affect 
their tempers and make them quarrelsome, has 
not yet been tested fairly and proven authen- 
tically. 
The Great Strife. 

According to the notion of the ancients there 
were two mighty spirits, engaged in unceasing 
war for the mastery of the universe. The one 
of these powers was supposed to be friendly, 
and the other inimical to the interests of our 
race. The malign god was known amongst the 
Egyptians under the name of Typhon, and the 
benignant spirit under that of Osiris. The 
former songht to promote the reign of corrup- 
tion, oppression and strife, the latter that of pu- 
rity, justice and peace. Owing to the constant 
misery that prevailed amongst the people, it was 
said that the evil principle was the most potent 
and finally prevailed in the great struggle for 
dominion. This creation was of course but an 
allegory ; yet how aptly did it represent the 
condition of ourrace! How clearly is the war 


between these dark deities being waged in our 


own day! 

Look back and see how distinctly this com- 
bat has been gong on in California. Had 
two hostile armies been drawn out on our 
plains, aod deliberately engaged in battle, the 
spectacle would not have presented to the un- 
derstanding a more well defined fight than has 
been going on amongst the social elements of 
our people for the last five years. 

There has been a moral battle waged be- 
tween Typhon and Osiris—between the spirit 
ol evil and of good—of virtue ard vice, fierce 
and bitter as in the olden day, and threatening to 
result, as did that, in the predominance of the 
malignant power, unless vigorous measures are 
adopted to check its progress. This genius of 
evil is but the impersonation of that vice, in all 
its various forms, now so prevalent amongst 
our people. It is but the embodiment of those 
dark powers of social and moral impurity—of 
political corruption, and general public deprav- 
ity, that are so rapidly gaining the mastery 
over, and promising to engulf us in irretrieva- 
ble ruin. 

We are approaching a crisis which is to fix 
the character of Oslifornia for many years 
to come, if it does not settle her destiny 
forever. We have eached a sort of climac 
teric period in o v national existence, which 
will determine, in a great measure, whether we 
shall be a Virtuous, energetic and prosperous, 
or depraved, imbecile, and degenerate people. 
The great questions of temperance, of social 
purity, of more legal, and political reform, 
press upon us fon decision, and must be deci- 
ded now. It is no time for dalliance or delay. 
_ While we procrastinate, the evil powers shall 
triumph, confirming the gloomy sentiment of 
the ancient mythologist, as to the dark and 
melancholy destiny of man. |

Homestead Law. 


We are indebted to the Hon. Mr. Shaw for 
copies ofa law amending and regulating the 
provisions of that now in existence, regarding 
homesteads. From a hasty glance we sre dis- 
posed to give it our hearty commendation and 
urge its passage, as we believe it will be bene- 
ficial to the best interests of the State. Some 
of its sections are rather in advance of the 
present habits of many Californians, Sec. 2d 
provides that “ The ‘ Heads of Families,’ men- 
tioned in the Constitution, shall include only 
citizens of the United States, and those having 
duly declared their intention to become such in 
the manver prescribed by the Laws of Con- 
gress, being or having been married, or being 
in charge of, and supporting a family of one or 
more relations, not unlawfully nor immorally 
living tegether in the same house.” It is to 
be hoped the Governor will not veto the bill if 
passed for the same reason that President Burr 
vetoed the order of the Supervisors for closing 
the rum-shops at night, viz. because we have 
so many among us, foreigners, who do not under- 


stand our language, and whose habits and cus” 


toms are such that it could not be effectually 
enforced. So far as we have examined the bill, 
it seems well drawn, and we trust will meet 
the approval of the Legislature and become a 
law. 


Pailures of the Southern Mail to Cal- 
ifornia. 

It will be seen by the Congressional reports 
received by the last steamer, that J. W, Sulli- 
van bas presented a printed petition to Con- 
gress, in which he claims indemnification to the 
amount of $12,351 75, for losses sustained in 
his business by the repeated failures of the 
great Southern Mail between New Orleans 
aod San Francisco. By the sworn statement 
annexed to the petition, he shows an actual 
loss of cash to the above amount paid out for 
papers which did not arrive here, through the 
repeated failares of this mail, for weeks, and 
sometimes months, alter they were due. This 
loss is owing solely, he avers, to the non-com- 
pliance of the mail contractor to fulfil his con- 
tract with the Post- oſſice Department, and 
hence he believes that he has a legal claim upon 
Congress for the loss he has sustained, and pe- 
titions for indemnification. Were this service 
advertised to be performed by a private com- 
pany, instead of our common Uncle Samuel, 
Mr. Sullivan would be able to recover from 
them not only the amount paid out, bat also 
the profits he would have made by the sale of 
the papers, made valueless by the delay. 

The least that Congress should do would be 
to grant the petition and reimburse the peti- 
tioner the full amount of what he has expend- 
ed, and we cannot but believe this will be 
done.

Col. Titus, of Kansas 
notoriety, arrived at St. Lous on Tuesday, 
with one hundred recruits en roue for the same 
destination. Walker's friends iu New 
are redoabling their efforts to send him re- 
lief. 
Jacob Little, the great bear operator io 
Wall Street, has failed fur an immense amount. 
He offers a compromise to his creditors, sever- 
al of the largest of whom have accepted it. 

Mr. Whitfield, the pro-slavery del:gate to 
Congress from Kansas, has been admitted to a 
seat in the House, after a protrac’ed struggle. 

The jury in the case of Baker, the priocipal 
in the Poole tragedy, have disagred.

A revolt had taken 
place ut San Louis Potosi, and a lurge force 
was sent to suppress the outbreak.

erative er in her own name and 
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the “ Presbytery of San Francisco” and the “ Congregational 
Association of California,” to establish a High School at Oak- 
land, under the charge of Rev. Henry Durant. Under Mr. Du- 
rant, this school went into immediate operation ; and, until a 
change took place in the name and nature of the institution, it 
was contin by him with marked ability, but with various suc- 
cess, under the title of “ Contra Costa Academy.” 

That change took place in April, 1855, when the Academy was 
incorporated as an University, with the name of the College of 
California.” 

The design of this change was, to provide more fully for the 
wants of the State, and to relieve the institution of all denomina- 
tional character, by placing it upon the broader and more catho- 
lic basis of a university. 

This design has since been carried out. From time to time 
such additions have been made to the Board of Trustees as now to 
include among them representatives from all the leading denomi- 
nations of Protestant Christians. 

The school, however, though thus changed in name and intent, 
has remained the same in appearance and fact as before. The 
College has remained on the same grounds and in the same build- 
ings as were last occupied by the Academy. Mr. Durant has 
remained at its head, assisted by such teachers as the very limited 
means at his command have from time to time enabled him to 
employ. The number of pupils, also, has not greatly varied, not- 
withstanding the efforts made at one time, by a special travelling 
agent, to increase the number by the sale of scholarships. 

The reasons for this slow and struggling progress have been 
those usually attending the growth of such enterprises in every 
new country. 

Prominent among these has been the actual lack of pupils in the 
State who were sufficiently advanced in their studies to enter 

upon a collegiate course. Indeed, not enough of these have at 
any one time presented themselves to warrant the formation of 
even one class—nearly all of those in the school having begn, 
thus far, in the earlier and preparatory studies, and many of them 
even in the rudimental branches of a common English education. 
Parents, who have had sons of suitable age and attainments, have 
either placed them in college at the East before coming hither, or 
sent them thither after their arrival here. 

Another reason has been, the almost entire en of the 
whole people in the immediate objects for which they came to the 
State. These were either pecuniary or political advancement. 
It is needless to repeat, what has been so often and so well said, 
and so universally acknowledged, and is now almost as univer- 
sally lamented, that in the earlier 2 of our history these were 
almost the only objects thought of and pursued. And such was 
the strength of the passion, that not only were the higher and 
more lasting interests of the State sacrificed, but the neglect and

tion of location, the trustees now p to one that is greater 
and more difficult, viz.; the question of endowment; in which 
they will meet, as I earnestly hope, with a degree of sympathy 
and co-operation such as the very great importance of their un- 
dertaking, to the name and future welfare of the State, entitles 
them to receive. They propose to create, not an academy only, 
or a high school, but a college ; nor this only, in its most limited 
and historic sense, but a college that will be the germ of a proper 
university, and will not fulfil its idea till it becomes, on the west- 
ern shore, what Harvard and Yale are on the other, and finally a 
complete organization of learning, such as even they are not, ex- 
cept in a rudimental and initial way. The design of the Trustees, 
they are well aware, will ndt be fulfilled for a long time to come; 
but they deliberately measure their site and lay their plan, so as 
to leave room for unlimited growth or expansion, believing that 
the spot on which they fix is to become, at some future day, a re- 
nowned center of literature and science—a name clothed with 
associations as profoundly historical as Oxford, or Padua, or Sal- 
amanca, or Heidelberg. 

They are not unadvised of the immense expenditure necessary 
to create such an institution, or the very considerable sum neces- 
sary to create a beginning that can have the promise of a growth 
so expanded. At the same time, they also understand that the 
true way to carry a project often is, to make it difficult, and not 
to cheapen it down below enthusiasm, where it will become feasi- 
ble to the calculations of mere selfishness or convenience. How 
often, too, is a thing lost by making it virtually nothing in order 
to get it done. They regard the people of California as having 
a more generous temperament, preferring, if they do any — 
to have it something worthy of them and their public name. e

believe, too, that after such an institution as we contemplate is 


fairly started, and becomes a cherished ornament of the state, men 
of wealth who wish to become benefactors, will take it on them, 
as volunteers, to bestow additional endowments ; some while liy- 
ing, and others by their wills, and that in this manner, it will be 
full endowed in a shorter time and with greater facility than it 
could be in any other state of the Union.

Alabama set apart $500,000 for the uses of a university which, 
1 believe, has come to a full end already, both as respects the fund 
and the institution. The Ohio University has fallen from a state 
of temporary promise in the same manner. So of others. And 
this for the manifest reason, that the State University becomes, of 
course a mere prize for placemen, subject to all the contests, agi- 
ations and changes of dynasty that belong to party politics. 
There is no place for that quiet which is the element of study, no 
genuinely classic atm . The faculty come in at the same 
gate with the constables and marshals. e professors that are 
ins, and the professors that are outs, have the same things to say 
of each other as other kinds of office-seekers, and their dignity is 
ofthe same order. Meantime, the students are rushing into the 
eabals of party to oust some obnoxious — or professor ; 
and he, on the other hand, is called to administer the discipline 
in peril of a retaliatory discipline that takes away his bread. 
Elegant learning and science miss the shades we sometimes speak 
of; there is no retirement for them here. They are draggling 
always in the mires of uneasiness and public intrigue, sweltering 
always in the heat of some out-door peril or disturbance. It is 
little to say, that no university can live in such an element. The 
sooner, therefore, you are disabused, as a people, of any expecta- 
tion of a university to be created by the state, the better it will 
be for you. It can have no other effect than simply to postpone 
those private responsibilities which have been too long delayed 
already. You can never have a university worthy of your place, 
as the central and first state of the Pacific, unless you call it into 
being by your own private munificence. 
The time for undertaking such a work in earnest appears now 
to have come, and this, after a good deal of interchange of views 
with the people of your state, I am happy to believe, is their con- 
viction. Theysee their want in this matter with more or less dis- 
tinctness, though no human mind can possibly conceive the full 
extent of its import. The place of the university in society is 
like that of the great powers of nature, which maintain their 
work in silence and to a great extent unobserved. No one 
hears the pull of gravity on the stars, or the secret quiver of those 
The needle 
settles to the pole in silence. The life-powers build their bodies 
by a growth no eye can trace. The electric rush that crystalizes 
matter and quickens vitality, and flashes men’s thoughts across 
the continents of the world, is never audible, save when some in- 
terruption provokes its thunder. So is it with the great univer- 
sity. It falls into society at points too deep for observation. 
The noise of the world comes after it, and many will suppose that 
the real world begins where the noise is first heard. Even what 
we call history begins with the secondary matter of discoveries 
and migrations, commerce and trade, battles and diplomacies, and 
other like notorieties ; and can, by no means, find how to repre- 


time the richest community on the 
globe. Regarding the question sim- 
ply in this view, as a question of 
profit and loss, the money we ask for 
a college, will pay itself back million- 
folded and more, by the wealth it will 
add to the state. Good economy, if 
we say nothing of that which is higher 
and more sacred, justifies and de- 
mands the expenditure. 

I have only to add another con- 
sideration equally pressing. When 
a new state is settled, its professional 
men, its clergymen, lawyers, physi- 
cians and editors, its orators and 


poets, and men of literature—if it 


chance to have them—are men, of 
course, that were trained elsewhere. 
But this cannot be true any longer 
than is necessary, without suffering an 
incalculable loss. Saying nothing of 
the comparatively inferior fitness of 
men who were trained on the other 
side of the world, how great a hu- 
miliation must it be to the feelings of 
a state, to be obliged always to look 
on her learned class as men who had 
to go elsewhere to get their accom- 
plishments. They are step-sons now 
of the state, and not her own children. 
Inasmuch, then, as the greatest wealth 
of any state isinits great men, those 


who are most forward in the public 


departments of life, what will it sooner 
look after than the education of its 
own sons? It is not in the gold, nor 
the wheat, nor the cattle on a thou- 
sand hills, that California is to find, 
after all, its richest wealth and its 
noblest honors.
